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Child Abuse Rapped; Westmoreland, 
Dead Marine Supported 


Opposition to child abuse, support 
for acampaign to grant citizenship to 
a foreign-born Marine killed in Viet- 
nam and continued encouragement 
to Gen. William C. Westmoreland in 
his libel suit against the Columbia 
Broadcasting System were voiced in 
three of the many resolutions adopted 
by delegates to the 85th VFW National 
Convention in Chicago. 

Resolution 319, “Protect Our 
Country's Children,” was an out- 
growth of an appeal made by John 
Walsh, who sparked a nationwide 
campaign against crimes against 
attacks on children after his young 
son Adam was kidnapped and killed. 

Walsh’s appeal was voiced at the 
Joint Opening Session at which he 
and his wife Reve, absent because of 
the imminent birth of a child, were 
awarded the VFW Citizenship Gold 
Medal and Citation. 

After citing the magnitude of the 
plight of missing and exploited 
children and their distraught parents, 
the resolution urges VFW Posts, 
County Councils, Districts and De- 
partments “to support and implement 
programs of public awareness and 
legislative action as high priority 
projects of our Community Activities 
and Youth Activities Programs.” 

In supporting efforts to grant citi- 
zenship posthumously to the late Cpl. 
Wladyslaw (Scotty) Staniszewski, 
killed at 19 on July 7, 1967, in Vietnam, 
Resolution 317 says he joined the 
Marines 2% years after he and parents 
came to this country from Scotland 
and had not lived in the U.S. long 
enough to become a citizen. 

“This young Marine, barely 20 years 
of age at the time of his death, had 
given the highest demonstration of 
his love for the United States of 
America by laying down his life for 
the country he and his family had 
adopted for their own.” It adds that 
had Staniszewski not been killed he 
would be a citizen and concludes by 
urging Congress to pass legislation 
bestowing full citizenship on him.” 

In amended Resolution 206, dele- 
gates voted that individual VFW 
members and units be encouraged to 
support Westmoreland’s non-profit 
legal fund in his suit against CBS by 
sending their contributions directly 
to the Capital Legal Foundation, Inc., 
700 E Street, SE, Washington, D.C., 
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20003. 

Resolution 206 points out that the 
VFW’s longstanding policy has been 
not to involve the National Organ- 
ization financially in matters such as 
Westmoreland’s libel action. 

It notes also that Westmoreland’s 
“exemplary record of service and 
dedication to the nation closely re- 
flects and parallels the objects of the 
VFW’ as set forth in its Constitution. 

Titles and numbers of all resolu- 
tions and By-laws and Manual of 
Procedure amendments passed ap- 
pear elsewhere in this issue.

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LEGISLATIVE 


CS PAY OFFSET BY RETIREE COLA REPEALED:A provision of PL 98-369, Deficit Reduction Act of 
1984, repealed so much of Public Law 9'7-253, the Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act of 1982, which 
mandated that the Civil Service pay of Armed Forces retirees be reduced by the dollar amount of cost-of-living 
increases granted retirees unless retired or retainer pay was based, in whole or in part, on disability 
resulting from injury or disease received in line of duty as a direct result of armed conflict; or caused by an 
instrumentality of war and incurred in line of duty during a period of war. 

The new law became effective with respect to pay periods beginning after the date of enactment, July 18, 
1984. Although the Civil Service pay of Armed Forces retirees will no longer be reduced by retiree COLA, no ' 
provision is made for the repayment of previously withheld Civil Service pay.

COLA CUT ENDS NEXT SEPT. 30:Another provision of the 1982 Budget Reconciliation Act requires 
that federal Civil Service and Armed Forces retirees under 62 be granted only half the cost-of-living increase 
awarded older retirees unless retirement was based in whole or in part on disability. As it stands now, this | 
authority for reducing COLA will expire with the end of fiscal year 1985 on Sept. 30, 1985.

PROPOSED ABOLITION OF SVAC:One of the recommendations of the Senate Study Group comprised of 
former Sens. James B. Pearson and Abraham A. Ribicoff assisted by parliamentarian emeritus Dr. Floyd M. j 
Riddick and the staff of the Rules and Administration Committee is that “the Veterans’ Affairs Committee, 
once a subcommittee of the Armed Services Committee, would be returned to that Committee.” 

The Veterans’ Affairs Committee, of course, was never a subcommittee of the Armed Services Committee. 

Prior to Public Law 91-150, the Legislative Reform Act of 1970, veterans’ entitlements and benefits came 
within the purview of three committees, Finance, Interior and Insular Affairs and Labor and Public Welfare. 

In testimony to the Temporary Select Committee to Study the Senate Committee System, and in accordance 
with prior Resolution No. 615 and one of the Priority Goals given Past Commander-in-Chief Clifford G. Olson's 
stamp of approval, VFW stated “we are unalterably opposed to eliminating the Veterans’ Affairs Committee as 
a standing committee of the Senate and reducing it to a subcommittee of any other committee.” 

In addition, VFW called to the Committee’s attention the fact that S. Res. 139, introduced by Sen. Edward 
Zorinsky (Neb.), disapproving the recommendation of the Study Group on Senate Practices and Procedures to 
abolish the Senate Committee on Veterans’ Affairs, now has more than 50 cosponsors. The Temporary Select 
Committee to Study the Senate Committee System will submit its proposals to the Committee on Rules and 
Administration by Dec. 15, 1984.

HOUSE UPS GI BILL, EXTENDS JOB BENEFITS:Under suspension of the rules, the House of Re- 
presentatives passed H.R. 5398, the Veterans’ Education and Employment Amendments of 1984, supported 
in testimony by the VFW. 

Major provisions would grant a 15% cost-of-living increase to veterans studying under the GI Bill, in the 
Dependents Education and Training Program and in the subsistence allowances for service-connected 
disabled veterans undergoing vocational rehabilitation effective Jan. 1, 1985. 

Other provisions would extend the Veterans’ Readjustment Appointment (VRA) Program, due to expire 
this fiscal year, until Sept. 30, 1987; eliminate the 14-year education restriction and authorize appointments 
up to the grade of GS-11. 

It also would extend the date veterans may apply for assistance under the provisions of Public Law 98- 

77, the Emergency Veterans’ Job Training Act, from Nov. 29, 1984, until May 29, 1985, and, also, the cut-off 
date for commencing training from March 1, 1985, until Sept. 1, 1985.

HOUSE PASSES VETS’ PREFERENCE BILL:Under suspension of the rules and over strong 
Administration opposition, the House of Representatives passed H.R. 5799 to restrict the contracting out of f 
the positions of guards, elevator operators, messengers and custodians reserved for veterans by law. VFW 
supported the legislation and Past Commander-in-Chief Clifford G. Olson, Jr., urged early Senate action since 
the present bar to the total contracting of these jobs expires with the fiscal year 1984. 


SENATE OKAYS HEALTH CARE BILL:Under a unanimous consent agreement, the Senate passed 
amended S. 2514, the Veterans Administration Health Care Amendments of 1984. This is an omnibus bill of 
many provisions and at variance with H.R. 5618, the Veterans Health Care Facilities and Improvement Act 
of 1984, passed by the House of Representatives and reported in this column age ae Senate and House 
conferees will resolve the differences in the two bills.

NATIONAL SECURITY 


MIDDLE EAST BEARS WATCHING: War between Iran and Iraq has posed a dilemma for the West. No 
one wants the Ayatollah Khomeini to win. No one in the free world wants to see Iraq become a dominant 
influence in the oil-rich Persian Gulf region. 

If either one seems to be winning, the US. or the Soviet Union may step in. This fact worries American 
military leadership. The Soviet invasion of Afghanistan and interest in Iran led to the temporary estab- 
lishment of the Rapid Deployment Joint Task Force, now the Central Command, responsible for this region. 

Central Command, however, is 7,000 miles away (while the Soviets are right next door), has no forces 
nearby or regional allies. Further, Central Command first must be asked for aid from a Middle Eastern 
country before it can act. 

Because of the Iran-Iraq war, six countries in the region have begun to act together. The new Arab Gulf 
Cooperation Council was formed to coordinate political and security efforts. It stemmed from OPEC's success 
in setting oil prices. They note their objective is not to ally themselves against any other states, but it is clear 
they fear Iran most. It is not against Israel. 

On the surface, these six countries, Saudi Arabia, Oman, United Arab Emirates, Qatar, Bahrain and 
Kuwait, have put aside various differences. They want to improve their security and maintain friendship 
with the U.S. and Western Europe. 

Cooler weather in the fall may test this new alliance if Iran and Iraq resume major offensives. The war 
may expand and the alliance may have to contain this expansion that may take new forms. Terrorism is the 
most likely—and the recent spate of minings of ships in the Suez Canal may be just the beginning. 

Libya's Col. Muhammar al-Qaddafi has practiced or sponsored nearly every new form of conflict since he 
seized power in 1969—from nearby Chad to Nicaragua. 

No alliance yet has been formed to contain the Libyan, but in 1983 he was stopped in Chad by French 
military forces. This may suggest Europeans may realize the need to halt his adventures. Money and access 
to worldwide terrorists enable him to operate on nearly all continents. 

US. must remain vigilant to the situation in the Middle East from one end to the other because the forms 
of confilict are so numerous, the culprits so hateful and the risks so great. 

Only silver lining in the cloud is that Qaddafi and Khomeini have not formed an alliance to act in concert. 


SERVICE 


PLANS FOR TRAINING VFW D80s:National Veterans Service Committee proposes to establish a four- 
phase training program for VFW Department Service Officers. 

Implementation of the entire program awaits final approval by the National Council of Administration. 

It is designed to improve the VFW’s ability to provide the best possible service to veterans, their 
dependents and survivors. 

Developed by Washington Office Executive Director Cooper T. Holt, National Veterans Service Director 
Frederico Juarbe, Jr., and their staffs in coordination with the committee, the program is the culmination of 
years of careful consideration. $ 

Phase I, initial training, will consist of several cycles a year in Washington by NVS staffers and Veterans 
Administration. Selected DSOs will receive 15 days of intensive training during each cycle. 

The Council gave interim approval to begin Phase I on Sept. 10. 

Phase II is on-the-job or follow-up training, conducted during the week after Phase I is completed: Field 
representatives from NVS will take part in the DSOs’ home offices. 

Phase III will consist of a two-part yearly proficiency training program for all DSOs and will be 
conducted by NVS personnel and some from government agencies. The first part will be held during a week 
in the fall of each year and the second in Washington at the end of the annual Mid-Winter Conference. 

College-level courses covering subjects relevant to their fields will be the final phase for the DSOs. 


VFW DEFENDS VA:An NVS staff member recently testified on behalf of the Veterans’ Affirmative Action 
Program established by VA Chief Benefits Director Dorothy Starbuck. 

The American Federation of Government Employees protested the program that extended veterans’ pre- 
ference to positions of veterans’ benefits counselors and veterans’ claims examiners and others that provide 
outreach services. 

Authority for her action is embodied in a 1980 law allowing the VA Administrator to extend preference 
to qualified Vietnam Era veterans and special disabled veterans for these VA jobs. 

Over the objections of the union’s attorney, the VFW testified that a person working in the VA in one of 
those capacities must be able to develop a relationship with the client that will enable him to share the 
veteran’s concerns. 

VFW contention is that a disabled or Vietnam Era veteran shares a common bond with all veterans and 
has the qualifications to evaluate the circumstances as well as the law in deciding the course of action to 
take in developing claims.

VFW-PAC ENDORSEMENTS 


The 1984 elections for the U.S. House of Repre- 
sentatives and the U.S. Senate will be the third in which 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars Political Action Com- 
mittee has participated since its formation by the 80th 
National Convention. 

In the 1980 federal elections, the VFW-PAC scored a 
success record of 89% with its endorsements of 
candidates. The 1982 endorsements improved to a 91% 
success rate. The same method of selection was used 
this year as in 1980 and 1982. Issues were chosen, 
based on VFW mandates, from national security and 
veterans legislative questions in the House and Senate. 


A60% record on 14 roll call votes supporting the VFW 
position in the House and Senate qualified for en- 
dorsement. Fred A. Von Rembow is VFW-PAC Director. 

Endorsements in races in Hawaii, Louisiana, 
Massachusetts and Washington, where primaries were 
held from Sept. 18 through 29, are not included. Senate 
races are being held in 33 states. The VFW-PAC had 
made no endorsements of Senatorial candidates in 
Delaware, Massachusets, Montana, New Jersey, Rhode 
Island or West Virginia at VFW Magazine press time. 
Nor were endorsements made in House races in Iowa, 
North Dakota or Utah. 


ISSUES IN THE U.S.

VETERANS’ LEGISLATION 

1. H.R. 2936 (Vote No. 121, recorded 
May 17, 1983). Provides additional 
members for Board of Veterans Ap- 
peals to alleviate backlog of appealed 
claims and long delays in claims 
resolution. VFW supported passage; 
passed 423-2. Fulfills VFW Resolution 
775. 

2. H.R. 3020 (Vote No. 44, recorded 
March 14, 1983). Amendment would 
prohibit direct loans except to handi- 
capped and minority business, ex- 
cluding direct Small Business Ad- 
ministration loans to disabled and 
Vietnam veterans. VFW opposed pass- 
age. Failed passage 72-331. 

3. H.R. 2948 (Vote No. 132 recorded 
May 24, 1983). Provided assistance to 
veterans experiencing financial diffi- 
culties that may cause foreclosure on 
VA home loans. VFW supported pass- 
age; passed 394-23. Fulfills VFW Reso- 
lution 620. 

4, H.R. 2355 (Vote No. 171, recorded 
June’7, 1983). Emergency Veterans 
Job Training Act of 1983 to provide 
employment assistance for long-term 
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unemployed veterans of Korea and 
Vietnam. VFW supported passage; 
passed 407-10. Fulfills VFW Reso- 
lutions 640 and 734. Priority goal. 

5. H.R. 5713 (Vote No. 188, recorded 
May 30, 1984). Contains the appro- 
priations for VA construction, medi- 
cal and entitlement programs for FY 
1985. VFW supported passage; passed 
282-110. Fulfills many VFW Resolu- 
tions. Priority goal. 

6. Con. Report on H.R. 3133 (Vote 
No. 226, recorded June 29, 1983). 
Setting of funds for VA construction; 
operation of Department of Medicine 
and Surgery; Department of Veterans 
Benefits; Entitlements, FY 1984. VFW 
supported passage; passed 314-99. 
Fulfills VFW Resolution No. 601 
(1982). Priority goal. 

7. H.R. 3959 (Vote No. 383, recorded 
Oct. 5, 1983). Provides $54 million for 
Agent Orange studies and $75 million 
for the Emergency Veterans Jobs 
Training Act. VFW supported passage; 
passed 363-30. Fulfills VFW Resolution 
No. 601. Priority goal.

8. H.R. 4185 (Vote No. 531, recorded 
Nov. 18, 1983). Appropriation setting 
levels on FY 1984 Department of 
Defense spending for procurement, 
research, operations and mainte- 
nance.

419. Priority goal. 

9. H.R. 1510 (Vote No. 25, recorded 
June 10, 1984). Bill to revise immi- 
gration laws to impose sanctions on 
employers who hire illegal aliens, 
provide legal status for many illegal 
aliens, etc. VFW supported passage;

ISSUES IN THE U.S.

American veterans’ organization. 


Firsts for 85th 


The VFW met for the first time with 
amembership of more than 2 million, 
reached on July 31, after several years 
of striving to hit this record figure. 

The first Vietnam veteran, Billy 
Ray Cameron, of Sanford, N.C., was elected 
Commander-in-Chief on the last day 
of the National Convention. He is also 
the first North Carolinian to reach 
this office since 1939 when Otis N. 
Brown was elected. 

When President Ronald Reagan 
addressed VFW and Ladies Auxiliary 
delegates on Friday afternoon, Aug. 
24, it was his first public appearance 


since his nomination for re-election 


at the Republican national conven- 
tion.

Billy Ray Cameron and Sr. Vice Commander-in- 
Chief John S. Staum 


Howard E. Vander Clute, Jr. Appoint- 
ed were Chief of Staff Larry Rivers, of 
Alexandria, La., and Inspector Gen. 
J.P. Cockrill, of Marion, Ark. 

Past Commander-in-Chief Cooper 
T. Holt, who heads the VFW Wash- 
ington Office, administered the oath 
of office to the newly-elected officers 
and National Council of Administra- 
tion members and Past Comman- 
der-in-Chief Ted C. Connell swore in 
Commander-in-Chief Cameron. 

For the ceremonies, new Depart- 
ment Commanders lined the center 
aisle of the International Ballroom of the 
Conrad Hilton Hotel and several 
hundred Vietnam veteran-delegates 
joined the group on the stage. 

Appropriately, in view of the firsts 
registered by the 85th National 
Convention, Commander-in-Chief 
Cameron chose “First...Serving 
America” as the theme for his 1984-85 
leadership year. 

The text of his acceptance speech 
appears elsewhere in this issue, but 
he pledged to support efforts to care 
especially for the needs of Vietnam 
veterans, as well as all others who 
served the United States in the mili- 
tary, and to continue a large military 
build-up. 

It was announced by Comman- 
der-in-Chief Clifford G. Olson, Jr., 
during the Convention sessions that 
Democratic Presidential nominee 
Walter F. Mondale and his Vice 
Presidential running-mate, Geraldine 
Ferraro, each had been invited three 
times to address the Joint Opening 
Session Monday, Aug. 20, at the 
Pavilion of the University of Illinois at 
Chicago. Both turned down the invi- 
tations. West Virginia’s Sen. Robert C. 
Byrd, Senate Democratic minority 
leader, accepted, however, as keynote 
speaker. 

As a Presidential canidate, Mr. 
Reagan addressed the 1980 VFW 
National Convention in Chicago, ap- 
peared briefly as President at the 
1981 VFW Mid-Winter Conference in 
Washington and made a major ad- 
dress at 1983 VFW National Con- 
vention in New Orleans where_he

signed a bill benefiting unemployed 
Vietnam and Korean War veterans. 

After congratulating the VFW on 
reaching its 2 million goal, Mr. Reagan 
recalled his visit to the Convention in 
1980, adding: 

“When you think back to 1980, it’s 
hard to forget the mess America was 
in, hard to forget the foolish talk of a 
malaise, the unfairness of runaway 
price increases, 2114% interest rates, 
weakened defenses, Americans held 
hostage and the loss of respect for 
our nation abroad. It seemed that we 
woke up every morning wondering 
what new humiliation our country 
had suffered overseas, what dis- 
apointing news lay awaiting for us on 
the front page.” 

Asserting his dedication to working 
for a peaceful world, he said: 

“My deepest commitment is to 
achieve a stable, enduring peace, not 
just by being prepared to deter ag- 
gression, but also by bringing stead- 
iness to American foreign policy, by 
being prepared to pursue all possible 
avenues for arms reduction, by en- 
suring that our economic strength 
leads the way to greater stability 
through growth and human progress 
and by having the spiritual strength 
and self-confidence that enables us to 
reach out to our adversaries.” 

In the past four years, he continued, 
“We have made a new beginning, a 
dramatic, far-reaching step toward a 
much better, safer and more secure 
future.” 

“I can tell you today from my heart 
the United States of America is pre- 
pared for peace,” he added. 

Mr. Reagan said that without mili- 
tary strength no lasting peace, real 
security, effective diplomacy or 
meaningful negotiations are possible, 
although “military strength alone is 
not enough to ensure a more secure 
world.” 

Citing the rescue mission to Gre- 
nada as an example, he said U.S. 
military forces are “back on their 
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feet...stronger and better able to 
protect the peace than they were four 
years ago.” 

“Because we were willing to take 
decisive action, our students today 
are safe, Grenada is free and that 
region of the Caribbean is more 
peaceful and secure than before... 
But...a nuclear war cannot be won 
and must never be fought and that’s 
why we've put forward and will con- 
tinue to pursue one of the most ex- 
tensive arms control programs in 
history.” 

As for strengthening U.S. military 
forces since he took office, he said 
four years ago the nation’s newest 
longrange strategic bomber was 19 
years old, but in September the first 
B-1 bomber is due off the assembly 
line; three new Trident submarines 
are at sea, a fourth was delivered in 
January and seven more are being 
built, compared with 1981 when the 
newest U.S. strategic submarine was 
14 years old. 

He praised the VFW for its support 
of Peacekeeper missiles, which have 
completed five successful tests “and 
deployment plans are on schedule.” 

President Reagan said that “no 
improvement in our military readi- 
ness has been more dramatic or more 
important that the improvement in 
the quality and retention of our 
servicemen and women.” 

Citing the example of Latin America 
where 26 of 33 countries are demo- 
cracies or trying to be, he said history 
“is moving in the direction of self- 
government and human dignity.” 

Recalling the support the VFW has 
given him during his Presidency— 
endorsement for election in 1980 by 
the VFW-Political Action Committee, 
for instance—he said the VFW “stayed 
rock solid even when the going was 
rough, but then you've always been a 
tower of strength...always set high 


standards, lived up to them and 
looked out for America, just as you've 
always looked out for the veteran.” 

He also praised the organization’s 
programs and support for his admini- 
stration’s POW-MIA efforts. 

President Reagan also pledged to 
“never stop working as hard as I can 
to make sure that our nation keeps its 
special commitment to those who 
served, to those who have kept the 
torch of liberty burning brightly.” 

“Because of you, America’s best 
days are still to come and with faith, 
freedom and courage, there’s no limit 
to what America can and will accom- 
plish.” 

Shouts of “four more years” from 
the delegates were heard at the 
conclusion of Mr. Reagan’s speech. 

In his keynote address, Sen. Byrd 
attacked President Reagan’s defense 
and foreign policies. 

Citing a Joint Chiefs of Staff report 
that said the U.S. has only enough 
ammunition for a small war and 
American industry would take at least 
a year to supply enough to meet 
defense needs, Sen. Byrd said: 

“After all the billions of dollars 
given to this Administration to pump 
up our military muscle, it is more 
than sobering and shocking to learn 
that we are not more secure and are 
only ready for anything if the ‘any- 
things’ come only one at a time and 
for only a limited period of time. 

“Allowing America’s conventional 
military readiness to slide is an 
indefensible example of mismanage- 
ment on the part of this Administra- 
tion. Congress has appropriated the 
sums requested by this Administra- 
tion to make us strong. Why aren’t we 
then in better shape in terms of 
conventional forces?” 

He said a “flawed foreign policy

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under this Administration” is “com- 
pounding and complicating our de- 
fense readiness problem.” 

Reason is, he continued, that the 
Reagan Administration “tends to 
depend almost entirely on the military 
option—an Administration which 
uses a lot of hot rhetoric in the belief 
that we can scare our adversaries 
into submission and which sometimes 
overstates the importance of ques- 
tionable American interests in a given 
area in an effort to muster public 
support for the Administration’s 
position.” 

Byrd continued: 

“In the area of foreign polic 
resorting to tough talk, name-calling, 
bombast, sloganeering and overstate- 
ment before counting the costs, before 
looking at all the options and before 
surveying the likely consequences is 
much more than just a sloppy way to 
operate, 

“It is a formula for miscalculation 
and disaster. We saw the formula fail 
in Lebanon. This Administration's 
mismanagement and miscalculation 
in the Lebanon crisis will go down as 
perhaps one of the most tragic mis- 
takes in American history... 

“We need a foreign policy and a 
defense strategy that combine to 
make clear to friends and foe alike, 
and to ‘our own people, what Ameri- 
‘a’s vital interests are in the world... 
Hot rhetoric is no substitute for sound 
policy and strong resolve.” 

Byrd said the Administration’s 
tough talk rings hollow when followed 
by soft actions, such as cancelling the 
grain embargo imposed by President 
Jimmy Carter after the Soviet invasion 
of Afghanistan. 

“We can do better as a nation,” he 
said. “We have done better in the past 
and we can do better again. Ask more 
of your leaders than polished tele- 
vision performances and tough talk. 

“Flamboyant, bellicose language can 
be satisfying, but it can also be 
counterproductive and it will increase 
the levels of tension and risk... Demand 
that defense dollars be managed and 
prudently spent to ensure that our 
military forces will be ready and equal 
to the task of defending our legitimate 
interes in a dangerous world. 
Bombast is no proxy for a cool head 
and a strong backbone.” 

“Let us do what we can to ensure 
that there are no more Lebanons,” he 
concluded. “Let us send a strong 
message that we will never again 
bungle into a conflict we are not 
ready to win.

“Let us again demonstrate to the 
free world that we are its mature and 
steady leader. 

“Let us dedicate ourselves to keep- 
ing our America free and strong, and 
to passing on the gifts of America’s 
heritage to our sons and daughters 
for centuries yet unseen and gen- 
erations yet unborn.” 

Before Sen. Byrd’s speech, delegates 
at the Joint Opening Session were 
welcomed to the city by Chicago’s 
Mayor Harold Washington and to 
Illinois by Maj. Gen. Harold G. 
Holesinger, the state adjutant general, 
representing Gov. James R. Thomp- 
son. Each was presented a Flag set by 
the Ladies Auxiliary’s Davida Dirksen. 

Five persons were presented VFW 
awards for their service to the VFW or 
the nation as a whole. Olson made the 
presentations. 

They were Auxiliary National 
President Harriet Timmons, the VFW 
Gold Medal of Merit and Citation; 
Gen. Paul X. Kelley, Marine Corps 
commandant, the VFW Armed Forces 
Award Gold Medal and Citation; Chris 
Hayden, who ran from California to 
Washington, D.C., to alert Americans 
to the needs of Vietnam veterans, the 
VFW Certificate of Commendation;

Marine Cpl. Jeffrey N. Nashton, who 
was injured in the bombing at the 
Beirut airport that took 241 Marine 
lives and, while immobilized in a 
Wiesbaden, Germany, hospital, wrote 
“Semper Fi” on a slip of paper when 
Kelley awarded him the Purple Heart, 
the VFW Americanism Gold Medal 
and Citation; and John and Reve 
Walsh, of the National Center for 
Missing and Exploited Children, the 
VFW Citizenship Gold Medal and 
Citation. 

Mrs. Timmons, whose organization 
grew to more than 700,000 over the 
past year, said, “It is an honor to 
accept this award, just as it was to 
work with Commander-in-Chief 
Olson. It has been a terrific year.” 

Supreme Commander Robert 
Graber, of the Military Order of the 
Cootie, said his organization has 
reached 36,000 members and its 
Auxiliary 17,000. He reviewed the 
MOC’s work in VA hospitals, its 
scholarship program and support for 
the VFW National Home. He added 
that Cooties recruited 42,805 new 
and reinstated members for the VFW. 
One Cootie, he said, Don Cunningham, 
of Pup Tent 3, signed up 255 for the 
VFW 

Hayden, who presented Olson with 
a personal award for his leadership 
on behalf of Vietnam veterans, recall- 
ed some incidents on his marathon 
cross-country run and added that “I 
want to say thank you to all veterans 
of all wars for my freedom.” ; 

Gen. William C. Westmoreland, 
whose libel suit against the Columbia 
Broadcasting System won for him the 
description of “latest casualty of the 
Vietnam War” from Olson, praised 
Vietnam veterans “as a valuable 
national asset.” 

Referring to charges made in the 
controversial CBS documentary that 
he “cooked” the numbers of enemy 
troop strength in Vietnam, where he 
commanded U.S. troops, Westmore- 
land said if the charges were true, “I 
should be in prison.” 

Walker, whose son Adam was killed 
by a kidnapper, said the plight of 
exploited and abused children in the 
US. “is a national disgrace.” 

After receiving his award, Nashton 
said he owes the award to all the 
Marines he works with. 

Gen. Kelley, like Nashton wearing - 
dress blues for the occasion, praised 
Gen. Westmoreland, of whom he said, 
“TI could not have had a finer leader in 
Vietnam.” 

“As I look out at this group

(delegates), I ask myself where did we 
get such men and thank God we have 
them,” he added. “I accept this award 
on behalf of the many young men and 
women serving the country they love. 
You are the best.” 

Past Commander-in-Chief Ray 
Soden introduced former middle- 
weight champion Tony Zale, whom he 
knew at Great Lakes during WWII. 

At the beginning of the Joint Open- 
ing Session, National Chaplain 
Kenneth D. Killin delivered the in- 
vocation and Convention Board 
Chairman Pat Harrell introduced 
Soden, distinguished guests chairman, 
who turned over the gavel to Olson. 

In the evening Bob Hope spoke at 
the Convention banquet where 
Secretary of State George P. Shultz 
received the VFW Dwight David 
Eisenhower Award and discussed 
defense and diplomacy. 

After Past Commander-in-Chief 
James R. Currieo Tuesday at the 
Conrad Hilton Hotel received from 
Olson the VFW Distinguished Service 
Medal, Rep. Bob McEwen (Ohio), a 
member of the House Veterans Affairs 
Committee, declared that no veteran 
should be given a low priority for VA 
medical care, whether service-con- 
nected or not. McEwen also attributed 
the rebirth of patriotism to the Reagan 
Administration. 

For his service to veterans, VA 
Administrator Harry N. Walters re- 
ceived from Olson the VFW Gold 
Medal of Merit and Citation. 

After congratulating Olson and 
Cameron on the VFW’s achievement 
in reaching its 2 million-member goal, 
Walters praised President Reagan: 
“American veterans have had no 
greater friend than Ronald Reagan in 
the United States. He has made it 
clear that the veterans of America 
will never be second class citizens in 
any respect.” He added that no veter- 
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an who believes he is suffering from a 
condition caused by Agent Orange 
exposure will be denied medical 
treatment by the VA. 

The day’s final award recipient was 
Walter Payton, Chicago Bears’ running 
back, who received from Olson the 
VFW Hall of Fame Award for his work 
in mental health, cancer research, 
combatting alcoholism and youth 
concerns. He announced the $1,000 
check accompanying the award would 
be donated to the Bryan Piccolo 
Cancer Research Fund, named for a 
football player who died from the 
disease. “I hope God will walk with 
you in the future as He has in the 
past,” he told the delegates. 

Sen. George J. Mitchell, a member 
of the Senate Veterans’ Affairs Com- 
mittee, said that by 1990 the number 
of veterans 65 or older will have 
doubled from the present 3 million to 
6 million and in the year 2000 veterans 
will constitute 37% of the population. 

The problem of their health care 
will be a major one, “but the nation 
willsee to it that the VA will be able to 
handle the task of providing that 
care,” he said. 

Turning to international affairs, he 
said U.S. policy is one of peace, but 
“we cannot forget we live in troubled 
times and a dangerous world...We 
neglect defense at our risk.” 

Donald W, Jones, VA deputy ad- 
ministrator, presented Olson with a 
plaque bearing words of President 
Reagan: “Let us pledge to work to 
preserve those precious gifts that 
America’s veterans have purchased 
for us.” 

At the Wednesday morning session, 
Olson presented Chester Koch, a life 
member of Post 1414, Cleveland, the 
city’s coordinator of patriotic affairs 
and Past VFW National Historian, 
with a testimonial resolution con- 
gratulating him on his 50th con- 
secutive year as a Convention delegate 
and reaching his 92 year. 

Chief of Police John J. Norton, of 
the California State Police, received 
the VFW J. Edgar Hoover Gold Medal

Award and Citation. 

Accompanied by his two-sons, Steve 
and Mike, wearing Sons of the VFW 
caps, Norton, a VFW member, told 
Olson the $1,000 check the award 
carries would go to the National 
League of Families of the Prisoners 
and Missing in Southeast Asia. Norton 
is a Marine veteran of Vietnam. 

He said that by honoring him, the 
VFW honors the 500,000 law en- 
forcement officers, including the 100 
killed every year, who are the front 
line troops in what he called the 
“domestic war on crime.” 

Accepting the VFW Space Award 
on behalf of the crews of the ninth 
and 10th flights of the space shuttle, 
Astronaut Brewster H. Shaw, Jr., 
described space flight as “the most 
fantastic thing a person ever can do.” 
He added that awards like this in- 
dicate the American people support 
the space program.

The VFW News Media Award Gold 
Medal and Citation was given by Olson 
to John McLaughlin, executive pro- 
ducer of the McLaughlin Group of 
liberal and conservative television 
commentators. McLaughlin, noting 
the current high degree of patriotism, 
said the question is whether it was 
triggered by President Reagan or 
whether he was the right man at the 
right time. 

As the U.S, Postal Service’s out- 
standing handicapped employee of 
the year, Richard A. Martinez, a 
disabled Vietnam veteran and VFW 
member, said he helped other hand- 
icapped persons because he wanted 
to show “that I still love my country, 
my God and humanity.” Olson singled, 
out for praise Martinez’s willingness 
to help others.

Last Day Enlivened 
By Speakers 


Final day of the 85th National 
Convention was a busy one—not only 
because of President Reagan’s major 
address and elections and installation 
of officers—but because of several 
presentations and additional speak- 
ers. 

Commander-in-Chief Clifford G. 
Olson Jr. presented $10,000 to Paul 
W. Bucha, project director of the 
Congressional Medal of Honor So- 
ciety’s Hall of Honor on the USS 
Intrepid museum in New York Harbor. 

This action was approved by the 
National Council of Administration 
earlier in the year. 

“The VFW opened its arms to me 
when I came home and I am thankful 
for the compassion shown to veterans 
of all wars, but especially the Vietnam 
War at the critical time.” 

Sen. Charles H. Percy (ill.), who 
accompanied President Reagan from 
Dallas, said, “No country may have a 
credible foreign policy without a 
strong national defense...The US. is 
the only link that keeps the free world 
free.” 

In his final speech as Comman- 
der-in-Chief, Olson praised VFW 
members for the achievement of the 2 
million-member goal, which he said 
was reached not for himself but for 
the VFW.

700,000 members, so today you have 
ascended to greater heights,” he 
continued. “Do not drop the ball or 
lose the momentum—we will be the 
strongest veterans’ organization in 
numbers.”

Solemnly, the grieving parents and 
widows of those killed in their coun- 
try’s service were escorted down the 
center aisle to their seats. 

National VFW Officers followed ina 
somber procession to take their places 
on the center stage where a simulated 
grave bearing a cross and a star of 
David symbolized the final resting 
places of the nation’s war dead. 

Ahush came over the throng at the 
Pavilion of the University of Illinois at 
Chicago as the lights dimmed and 
Commander-in-Chief Clifford G. 
Olson, Jr., announced the opening of 
the annual Memorial Service of the 
85th National VFW Convention on 
Sunday, Aug. 19. 

The VFW National Honor Guard 
advanced the colors, Old Glory and 
the gold and purple VFW banner, and 
then the official VFW band, that of 
Post 47, Uniontown, Pa., struck up 
the National Anthem as the assem- 
blage, standing rigidly at attention, 
joined in singing it. 

This year’s Memorial Service was 
dedicated to the late Rev. Earl V. Best, 
a Past National Chaplain and Past 
Indiana Department Chaplain. 

After opening the Memorial Service, 
Olson turned the program over to the 
National Chaplain, the Rev. Kenneth 
D. Killin, who called on each National 
Officer, Olson, Sr. Vice Comman- 
der-in-Chief Billy Ray Cameron, Jr. 
Vice Commander-in-Chief John 
Staum, Auxiliary National President 
Harriet Timmons and Auxiliary Chap- 
lain Rosemary Mazer, to give their 
tributes to the dead, in accordance 
with the VFW’s tradition.

Chief of Staff Raymond D. Brennan, 
Jr., and immediate Past Commander- 
in-Chief James R. Currieo. 

The Rev. Robert J. Shannon, chap- 
lain of Mercy Hospital and Medical 
Center, in his invocation prayed that 
God would “take from every human 
heart suspicion, distrust and hatred... 
strengthen the weak and confirm the 
strong...” 

The benediction was delivered by 
Rabbi David Spitz, chaplain at the 
Chicago VA Medical Center. 

Maj. Gen. Patrick J. Hessian, Army 
chief of chaplains, delivered the 
memorial address. 

“We come together today to honor 
the memory of VFW troopers of every 
rank and stature who laid down their 
lives for the country and held it 
uppermost in their hearts,” he said. 

He added that they were “joined 
together with us in the common 
cause.” 

Hessian, a Roman Catholic mon- 
signor, cited a country and western 
song by Lee Greenwood, “God Bless 
the USA”, as an example of an ex- 
pression of patriotism, in which the 
singer says he may lose all his material 
possesions but as long as he lives in 
this country he can retain his freedom. 

Comparing the dead with the pro- 
phet Elijah, who singlehandedly com- 
batted the evil Israelite king, Ahab, 
and his queen, Jezebel, who was 
turning the Israelites against God, 
Hessian said the war dead had to face 
difficulties alone, just as Elijah did. 

“We want to honor them for being 
men and women of character,” he 
said. “They had the courage to face 
whatever lay in store, just as Elijah

faced Ahab.” 

Elijah never lost his faith, nor did 
those who gave their lives for the 
United States, he continued. 

“Many of our comrades had to face 
the horrors and depression of alone- 
ness,” he said. “They were tempted to 
get it over with, but God told them,‘No, 
you are not done yet. Carry on, keep 
going, hang in there, don’t be a 
quitter.” 

“We honor them because they were 
not quitters,” he added. “You are never 
alone because God is always With you. 
Just as Elijah, who thought he was 
alone in his struggle with Ahab, learn- 
ed he had the support of 7,000 Israel- 
ites, the ones we honor today had the 
support of their comrades in the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars.” 

The dead, he said, “have returned 
home to the Creator of us all...their 
heads held high, proud of a job well 
done, each in his own way... 

“They did all they could for God and 
country...“Pro Deo Pro Patria” (VFW 
motto). We shake their hands and 
say, ‘We will remember you.” 

During the service, Chaplain Killin 
asked for a moment's silent prayer for 
the dead, including the late Chaplain 
Best. 

The musical portion of the program 
was provided by organist Jacquin 
Faust, soloist William C. Scott, who 
sang “The Lord’s Prayer”, the official 
VFW Memorial song, “Sleep, Soldier 
Boy,” “Ave, Maria,” and led the Nation- 
al Anthem; the Bluejacket Chorus 
from Great Lakes, who sang the Navy 
hymn, “Nearer, My God, to Thee,” 
“America” and a medley of patriotic

Hill 42, as it was designated on military maps, was a stark patch of ground 
overlooking what passed for a region of the Republic of Vietnam. 


People in the United States weren't aware of Hill 42. Many misunderstood 
the reason for the precarious presence of 12 young members of the U.S. Marine 
Corps on that remote rise of real estate in early 1967. 


The Marines there were puzzled, too. 


Oh, they knew why they had been shipped half way around the world from 
home to fight and, perhaps, to die. They knew why they and other members of

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the 7th Marines had to protect the 
area surrounding the big air base at 
Da Nang. They were meeting the Com- 
munist enemy face to face about 
every day. 

The Marines in the rifle squad that 
clung to Hill 42 were typically youth- 
ful. The oldest was 21. Unabashedly, 
the other 11 called him “Pop.” 

They often turned to Pop for ex- 
planations and advice. He was the 
older—college trained and, as a form- 
er member of a globe-trotting Marine 
Corps basketball team, well traveled. 

They would read the daily editions 
of Stars and Stripes and the home- 
town newspapers that reached them 
at mail call. There were the photo- 
graphs and stories of Vietnam pro- 
tests in America. The violence. Burn- 
ing the Flag. Sewing the Flag to the 
seats of jeans. Draft-dodging in Can- 
ada and Sweden. 

They turned to Pop: “Why?” “What 
makes the folks back home condemn 
us?” “Can't they understand?” “Why 
won't they even pray for us?” 

Pop couldn't answer. He was puzzl- 
ed and disturbed too. So he sat silent- 
ly on Hill 42, prepared to fight there 
and hoping he would not die there. 

One day there was a brief but 
significant break in the flood of nega- 
tivism from home. A box arrived on 
Hill 42. Like other packages before it, 


this carton contained cogkies, canned 
goods and candy. But accompanying 
the treats this time was a sheaf of 
letters. Eighteen of them. And each 
contained the same heartening mess- 
age: 

“Keep up the good work, boys. We 
believe in you. We love you as fellow 
Americans should. When you come 
home, you will be our heroes.” 

Pop and his fellow Marines read 
each letter carefully. And they mar- 
velled that perhaps attitudes at home 
weren't everything the newspapers 
seemed to say they were. Maybe there 
were some loyal Americans who stood 
behind the fighting men in Southeast 
Asia and who might from time to time 
whisper a prayer for them—“a prayer 
for us!” 

That package had been sent by a 
Veterans of Foreign Wars Post in 
Illinois. Members of the Post and its 
Auxiliary had made it a point to 
express their convictions in writing 
and to send the letters to a group of 
young men whom they had never 
seen and, in all likelihood, would 
never know. 

Pop and the other members of the 
squad vowed that when they got 
home—if they got home—they would 
become members of the VFW. 

Most never made it home. But, 
almost miraculously, Pop did. And he 
made good on his vow at the first 
opportunity. He took his VFW mem- 
bership oath more than a year later 
from his hospital bed at Camp 
Lejeune, N.C. 

Pop is Billy Ray Cameron. And he 
did more than merely join the VFW. 
He worked for it and, through it, for 
his fellow veterans—men and women 
who served abroad during the Viet- 
nam conflict and in wars preceding it. 

ast August, at the 85th National 
| eames of the VFW in Chi- 

cago, Billy Ray Cameron—Pop 
from Hill 42—became Commander- 
in-Chief of the 2 million member or- 
ganization. He is the first veteran of 
Vietnam to head the organization. 

Combat was an everyday occur- 
rence for Cameron during his year as 
a Marine infantryman. He saw his 
entire squad wiped out in one battle 
except for himself and one other 
Marine. He knows how it feels to have 
a powerful mine blow up under one’s 
halftrack and be hurled 20 feet in the 
air before coming down on the wreck- 
age of the fighting vehicle. 

After that incident, in which he was 
hit by shrapnel and injured his back, 
Cameron was offered an assignment 


in a headquarters office. He turned it 
down and went back to Hill 42. 

A short time later, just before he 
was due to.leave Vietnam, Cameron 
volunteered to lead a patrol of new 
squad members to familiarize them 
with the area. 

“I turned to tell them to be sure to 
stay 16 yards apart because of mines. 
Just as I turned, I hit a mine. It blew 
me from here to yonder...” 

In the hospital on Guam, doctors 
told Cameron that they would have 
to amputate a leg, and that he would 
never regain the use of his right hand. 
But one Navy surgeon, an almost 
fanatical basketball fan, was unable 
to accept the inevitability of a Marine 
who had been an all-state high school 
basketball player losing a leg. The 
surgeon’s skills and Cameron's deter- 
mination saved his leg. 

Except for the visible presence of 
shrapnel deep within it, his right 
hand appears normal—a result of 
further medical care and the incess- 
ant squeezing of a rubber ball. 

Billy Ray, whose wounds required 
275 sutures, was a patient in eight 
hospitals prior to his stay in the 
hospital at Camp Lejeune. 

le returned to civilian life in 
H ioe N.C., 16 miles from 

the tobacco farm on which he 
grew up with his parents, Ray and 
Louise Cameron, and his three sisters. 
The rural area, known as Cameron 
Hill, and the village of Cameron down 
the road, bear the imprints of many 
generations of the family. 

Growing up on the farm wasn't 
easy. Billy Ray’s parents were land- 
rich and cash-poor. Everyone worked. 
After classes and basketball practice 
at nearby Benhaven School, Billy Ray, 
the only boy, had his chores—chop- 
ping wood, feeding the chickens, slop- 
ping the hogs, chopping weeds in the 
fields, topping tobacco. 

After high school, Cameron attend- 
ed Oak Hill Academy, a prep school at 
Mouth of Wilson, Va., and was grad- 
uated from Wingate Junior College in 
North Carolina. He starred in basket- 
ball. He left North Carolina State 
University to become a Marine. 

Now, in 1969, he was in Sanford 
preparing to marry Jeanette Gilliam, 
a hometown girl, and begin his new 
life. But a career was not easy for him 
to begin. There was a stereotype of 
the Vietnam veteran, and Cameron 
encountered it wherever he went. 

“Yd apply for a job, and the first 
question they'd ask me was: ‘How 
much drugs do you use?’ I'd never 


been on drugs in my life. But the 
prevailing attitude was that any 
person who had been over in Vietnam 
had to be a drug user.” 

With the help ofa friend, Cameron 
finally became an automobile sales- 
man. After a year, he had to enter a 
Veterans Administration hospital for 
treatment of leg problems. He was 
advised to leave his job. Walking and 
standing on concrete while selling 
cars would cripple him. 

Cameron became coordinator of 
the Sanford-Lee County Office of Civil 
Defense. 

His VFW service brought him re- 
sponsibilities and honors. He served 
three years as Commander of Post 
5631 in Sanford and was named an 
All American Commander. By his 
third year as Commander, 50". of the 
nearly 1,000 Post members were 
Vietnam veterans. 

Cameron then progressed through 
the leadership chairs of the Depart- 
ment of North Carolina. He was North 
Carolina’s All American Department 
Commander in 1975. In August, 1977, 
Cameron was elected to the VFW 
National Council of Administration. 
He was elected Junior Vice Comman- 
der-in-Chief in 1982 and Senior Vice 
Commander-in-Chief in 1983. 

Wife Jeanette; their two children, 


Edward, 12, and Leah, 9, and a host of 


friends and supporters from Sanford 
were proud witnesses to the elevation 
of the farm boy, combat Marine and 
public servant to the VFW's highest 
office. 

“This is America,” said the new 
Commander-in-Chief. “You establish 
the highest goals. I did that for myself 
when I became active in the VFW. I 
never questioned my ability to become 
Commander-in-Chief if I worked hard

enough for the VFW and tried hard 
enough to advance. 
*ve had setbacks—in life and in 
| VFW. When I was playing 
basketbal in high school, I didn’t 
study hard enough. I had to work 
hard to make up for that. 

“They told me when I returned 
from Vietnam that I’d have physical 
problems that would make me pretty 
much an invalid. Well, I’m not an 
invalid. 

“Even in the VFW, I was defeated 
the first time I ran for Junior Vice 
Commander-in-Chief. But I was elect- 
ed when I tried the second time. You 
can do anything you want to do. 

“The VFW is the best veterans’ 
organization—for Vietnam veterans, 
for all veterans. My goal is to make the 
VFW the biggest veterans’ organiza- 
tion as well. 

“That isn’t likely to happen this 
year. But it can happen. If you want it 
to happen badly enough and you're 
willing to work for it, it will happen.” 

It’s been a long road from bat- 
tle-torn Hill 42 for Billy Ray Cameron. 
He challenged adversity and over- 
came it. 

“I want very much for my children 
to live in a free America—the free 
America that I know. The VFW can 
make an enormous contribution to 
the strength and freedom of America. 

“This year,” he said, “the VFW will be 
first serving America. 

“That is my motto as Comman- 
der-in-Chief—First...Serving America.” 

Billy Ray Cameron has served and 
sacrificed. So have his 2 million fellow 
members of the VFW. 

“We can't rest now,” said the VFW 
Commander-in-Chief. “We must go on 
serving our country. We must be 
First...Serving America.”

At Thursday's session, Mrs. Tim- 
mons led an Auxiliary delegation to 
the VFW Convention; and VFW 
National Home President John 
Wasylik and Dr. Theodore Wilson, 
Home Executive Director, spoke and 
introduced the 1985 Buddy Poppy 
Girl, Melissa Stark, a Home resident. 
Afterward, Olson introduced Secre- 
tary of the Army John O. Marsh, Jr., a 
VFW member. 

“Why do we need astrong defense?” 
Marsh asked. “Because the world is 
not at peace. There are 20 to 22 
conflicts and insurgencies being waged 
in the lesser developed countries that 
are politically unstable which might 
destabilize and become insurgencies.” 

He cited Latin America, Africa, the 
Middle East, Southwest Asia and 
Southeast Asia as “targets of Soviet 
intrusion” and vital to the U.S. and 
the free world. To support their 
aggressive aims, the Soviets have 
“built a gigantic war machine and 
industrial complex to fuel it,” and the 
US. and its allies must be strong to 
ward off the threat posed by the 
USSR, both economically and mili- 
tarily. 

Before the conclusion of the 
Thursday business session, nomina- 
tions were made for National Offices, 
with elections to be held the following 
day. 

Throughout the Convention, dele- 
gates acted on a large number of 
resolutions and proposed amend- 
ments to the National By-Laws, 
Manual of Procedure, Constitution 
and Congressional Charter. 

During the Convention, Past Com- 
mander-in-Chief Richard L. Roude- 
bush presented the VFW with $2,500 
from himself and the Veterans Life 
Insurance Co., of Valley Forge, Pa.

Michigan Avenue was scene 
as thousands watched, marched. 
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“From Stettin in the North to the 
Adriatic in the South, an iron curtain 
has descended across Europe.” When 
Sir Winston Churchill spoke those 
historic words in 1946, he probably 
had no idea that the Soviet Union and 
the Communist-installed regimes in 
Eastern Europe would erect a steel 
and concrete barrier across Europe. 

Nor could this famous World War IT 
leader foresee that behind this barrier 
the Soviet Union and Warsaw Pact 
would maintain a massive war 
machine. For 35 years the Communist 
war machine and Soviet expansion- 
ism in Europe have been contained by 
NATO and the firm commitment of 
United States forces Western Euro- 
pean definse. 

Recently as Commander-in-Chief, 
Clifford G. Olson, Jr., visited Europe 
to assess the strength of the alliance 
and the posture of U.S. military forces 
stationed in Europe. 

His journey took him first to France. 
Although France, under Charles 
DeGaulle, withdrew its military forces 
from NATO, France still maintains 
military liaison with NATO. Olson was 
briefed at the U.S. Embassy in Paris 
on the significance of this and the role 
France plays outside the formal al- 
liance framework. Brig. Gen. Don 
Hilbert and Deputy Chief of Mission 
John Maresca noted that France’s 
military liaison to NATO is the reali- 
zation that a serious threat to Western 
Europe would endanger France as 
well. They pointed out that France 
has stood steadfastly alongside NATO 
in support of Pershing and cruise 
missile deployment in Europe and in 
Middle Eastern peacekeeping and 
minesweeping efforts. 

From France Olson traveled to 
Belgium where he met with U.S. 
Ambassador to Belgium Geoffrey 
Swaebe, U.S. NATO Ambassador 
David Noshire and Gen. Roscoe 
Robinson, U.S. military representa- 
tive to NATO. Briefings he received 
brought him up to date on NATO's 
recent efforts to improve its con- 
ventional warfare capability. It was 
pointed out that Belgium and other 
NATO countries were purchasing new 
air defense missiles and producing 
the U.S.-designed F-16 fighter to 
improve their overall defense. After

the meetings, Robinson was parti- 
cularly pleased when Olson told him 
he next would be visiting U.S. soldiers 
and airmen in West Germany. 

The next stop on Olson’s itinerary 
was West Berlin, site of the infamous 
Berlin Wall. This concrete and barbed 
wire barrier snakes its way across the 
heart of Berlin as a grim reminder of 
enslavement under Communism. 
After visiting with servicemen and 
women stationed in Berlin and view- 
ing Checkpoint Charlie, the crossing 
point between East and West Ger- 
many, Olson represented the VFW at 
the U.S. Army Berlin Brigade Change 
of Command. 

After a visit with Mike Kemmerly 
and the VFW Post in West Berlin, 
Olson went on to Stuttgart, where he 
was warmly greeted by the Lord 
Mayor of Stuttgart, Manfred Rommel, 
son of World War II German Field 
Marshal Erwin Rommel, and Gen. 
Richard Lawson, Deputy Commander 
of the U.S. Europe Command.It is 
responsible for all U.S. Army, Air 
Force and Navy forces stationed in 
Europe and is the highest U.S. military 
headquarters in Europe. At European 
Command, Olson was briefed on 
Soviet and Warsaw Pact forces facing 
US. and allied troops in Europe and 
on the US. contribution to NATO.

From Stuttgart, Ol- 
son was escorted by 
VFW Department of 
Germany Comman- 
der Todd Alger to 
Fulda, a town lo- 
cated near the East- 
West German bor- 
der, Fulda, in the 
middle of one ofthe 
principal invasion 
routes into West 
Germany, is thehome 
station of the 11th Armored Calvary 
Regiment. The 11th Calvary patrols 
the East and West German border. In 
case of aconflict, it is to delay Warsaw 
Pact forces as they cross the border. 
Traveling along the border, Olson 
noticed anti-personnel mines attach- 
ed to the barbed-wire fence dividing 
the two Germanys. He pointed out 
that the mines were positioned to fire 
back into East Germany to kill or 
wound East Germans trying to escape 
to the West. At the border, Olson 
visited with the young cavalrymen who 
daily patrol the border. From a guard 
post, he observed new bunkers East 
Germans had built along their border. 
A visit to VFW Post Commander Roger 
Haak and his staff concluded this 
portion of the tour. 

From Fulda, Olson went to Heidel- 


berg for a short visit with the 7th US. 
Army chief of staff, Maj. Gen. Charles 
Fiala, and then on to Ramstein Air 
Force Base. Escorted by Bobby Black, 
Past Commander of the VFW De- 
partment of Germany, Olson visited 
U.S. Air Forces in Europe Head- 
quarters. Here he met with senior 
officers and was briefed on the Air 
Force’s deployment of ground-launch- 
ed cruise missiles in Europe. His tour 
of Ramstein air base included a stop 
at the alert hangars, where U.S. 
aircrews remain with their combat 
aircraft waiting for an emergency, 
and the inspection of a personnel 
shelter designed to protect against a 
chemical or biological attack on the 
base. Olson quickly pointed out that 
the protective shelter was evidence 
that U.S. commanders in Europe were 


not taking their job lightly, but were 
improving their facilities and readi- 
ness capability at every opportunity. 

Stopping only long enough in 
Frankfurt to visit the VFW Post there 
and to welcome the US. air base 
commander into the VFW, Olson then 
flew to the Netherlands. Arriving at 
Schipol airport, he was warmly 
greeted by Prosper Ego, executive 
director of the Dutch Legion of Ex- 
Servicemen. Olson and Ego signed a 
brotherhood pact at the 1984 Mid- 
Winter conference. With Ego as his 
host, Olson visited the U.S. Embassy 
and the U.S. air base at Camp 
Soestenberg. Olson was escorted 
throughout this important fighter 
base by its commander, Col. Charles 
S. Price. Among the things Olson 
observed were U.S., French and Dutch 


aircrews preparing for training at the 
base. Leaving for the U.S. and the 
85th National Convention, Olson 
commented on what he had seen. 

N ), he pointed out, has helped 
pr e peace in Europe for more 
than 35 years, a longer period of 
peace than Europe has known in the 
20th century. Despite the nuclear 

eze movement and Soviet anti- 
missile propaganda, NATO is more 
cohesive and cooperative now than 
ever before. And U.S. contribution to 
European peace is as vital today as it 
was in the past. 

“The young soldiers and airmen 
who represent our national commit- 
ment to European security are among 
the best I’ve seen anywhere -- and 
they are doing their job of deterring 
aggression,” he added. 
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Bob Hope provided the 
2,500 at the 85th National 
Convention banquet with 
chuckles and Secretary of 
State George P. Shultz gave 
them some solid food for 
thought. 

In return, Commander. 
in-Chief Clifford G. Olson, 
Jr., presented Hope with a 
“thanks for the memorie 
testimonial plaque an 
nouncing completion of the 
VFW’s fundraising drive to 
fulfill its $500,000 pledge 
for completion of the USO 
World Headquarters in 
Washington to be named 
in Hope’s honor. 

And then he bestowed 
on Shultz the VFW Dwight 
David Eisenhower Distin- 
guished Service Medal, the 
organization’s highest. 

Hope, who spoke first,

After his humorous com- 
ments were met with 
hearty laughter, Hope said 
he was traveling to Dallas, 
site of the Republican con 
vention held the same week 
as the VFW’s. 

“I've been to as many 
places as my luggage,” he 
said. “It’s an exciting 
time...Mondale is driving a 
brand new Ferrari. Women 
want to be equal with men. 
It’s nice of them to give up 
all that power.

I think it’s better to 
have a President who

“Have a wonderful con- 
vention and thanks again 
for all those kids in the 
USO.”

Shultz, a World War II 
Marine, said that he was 
honored to receive an a- 
ward identified with Gen. 
Eisenhower because he 
had served in the Eisen- 
hower Administration as 
chairman of the Council of 
Economic Advisers. 

“T had a long talk with 
him,” he said. “He inspired 
you, lifted you up. He was a 
great patriot. To have an 
award associated with him 
is a great honor.” 

Of the VFW, Shultz said, 
“You don’t just stand for 
America; you do something 


about it.” 

Turning to the world 
scene, Shultz said that 
every President since 1945, 
Democratic or Republican, 
“has understood that to 
maintain the peace we had 
to bestrong and more than 
that we had to be willing to 
use our strength. 

“We would not seek con- 
frontation, but we would 
never appease or shrink 
from the challenge posed 
by threats of aggression.” 
Along with this was “an 
active and creative diplo- 
macy and a willingness to 
solve problems peacefully.” 

Although what he called 
the “trauma of Vietnam” is 
over, Shultz said some still 
believe power and diplo- 
macy are alternatives. 

“From one side, we hear 
that negotiations alone are 
the answer: If we will only

talk, we can have peace. If 


we will only talk, our dif- 
ferences will easily be re- 
solved. It is as if negoti- 
ations were an end in them- 
selves, 
American foreign policy 
were not primarily to pro- 
tect the peace, or defend 
our values, or our people, 
or our allies, but to negoti- 
ate for its own sake.” 

Shultz said that from 
another side “we should 
never negotiate or com- 
promise...the differences 
are irreconcilable.” 

Both views, he said, are 
as wrong now as they 
would have been 40 years 
ago, because “negotiations 
are not the goal of Ameri- 
can foreign policy; they are 
a means of attaining that 
goal. Negotiations and di- 
plomacy not backed by 
strength are ineffectual at

best, dangerous at worst.” 
Diplomacy cannot suc- 


ceed “in an environment of 
fear or from a position of 


weakness,” he continued, 
“whether in Lebanon or 
Vietnam or Central Ameri- 
ca, arms control or rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union. 

‘Neither strength nor nego- 
tiations are ends in them- 
selves,” he added. “They 
must go hand-in-hand. And 
I can also tell you that any 
strategy to be effective 
must be sustainable over 
the long haul. 

“It cannot be sustained 
if our policies vacillate 
wildly in response to events 
beyond our contro 

Shultz said inconsistency 
has hindered achievement 
of American goals. 

Negotiating with adver- 
saries serves American in- 
terests because “we know 


equitable and verifiable 
agreements can make a 
significant contribution to 
stability in the nuclear age 
or to the resolution of con- 
flicts that might otherwise 
escalate and threaten to 
overwhelm us,” he con- 
tinued. 

Shultz said “patience is a 
virtue in foreign affairs” 
and progress is made by 
the steady application of 
sound policies rather than 
“glamorous international 
agreements.” 

Such action, he said, is 
working in Central Ameri- 
ca, although “success will 
not come overnight.” 

“The tide of history is with 
us,” Shultz continued. “The 
values that Americans cher- 
ish, democratic freedom, 
peace and the hope of 
prosperity are taking root 
all around the world.”

In Asia, he said, the 
United States “has restored 
its position and its rela- 
tions” after the Vietnam 
War. 

In Europe, he continued, 
“if there is weakness, it is 
within the Soviet empire, 
as the Eastern European 
nations experience a grow- 
ing yearning for democracy 
and freedom.” 

“We will never accept the 
idea of a divided Europe,” 
he said. “Time is not on the 
side of imperial domina- 
tion...The world’s future is 
a future of freedom...But 
we must be ready to use 
our diplomatic skills and 
our military strength in 
defense of our values and 
our interests... 

“Americans must never 
be timid, or ashamed, or 
guilt-ridden, or weak. We 
are proud, strong and con- 
fident. We will use our 
power and our diplomacy 
in the service of peace and 
our ideals. We have our 
work cut out for us.

National Americanism Awards |

One of the most unusual radio programs 
ever produced had its beginning inside Cali- 
fornia’s prison system. Called “San Quentin 
on the Air,” it was dedicated to entertaining 
American troops serving in World War II. 

The warden, Clinton T. Duffy, had a recog- 
nized talent for rehabilitating prisoners and 
when he proposed that they do ashow from 
within the walls, the inmates applauded the 
idea with great enthusiasm. 

Then began the tedious and unusual work 
for everyone involved. There were no slack- 
ers. The warden contacted Radio Station 
KFRC in San Francisco and received enthu- 
siastic good wishes and/much-needed tech- 
nical assistance. Patrick Kelly and Tom 
Rasnovich there acted as advisers. 

Months later, on a night in January, 1942, 
the warden’s dream came true as the curtain 
went up on “San Quentin on the Air.” The prison 
auditorium as filled to capacity with some 800 
inmates and about 100 selected guests from 
“outside.” 

An air of tenseness fell over the audience as the show 
got under way. But the theme alone brought warmth to 
any chill in the air. Broad grins flashed when the theme 
song was introduced: “Time on my Hands.” 

At the close of the theme, a young man dressed in a 
sport coat and slacks stepped to the microphone. “Good 
evening,” he said, “this is your inmate announcer wel- 
coming you to an evening with the men of San Quentin!” 

As Warden Duffy sat nervously watching the men on 
stage, the announcer unerringly dedicated the program 
to the Armed Forces and delivered his speech’ with the 
aplomb of an old hand at announcing. And the 20-piece 
orchestra gave soft background music with “My Country 
‘tis of Thee.” 

To those sitting near their radio at home it was 
difficult to believe that all this was actually being 
presented from inside a prison. The jovial air and 
sincerity was something most people never expected to 
find behind bars. The music was excellent, the singing 
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smooth and pleasant, and the Glee Club 
made a big hit. 

Midway into the program, Warden Duffy 
was called on to speak. The ovation he 
received was something on the spectacular 
side and a full minute passed before the 
inmates stopped their applauding long 
enough for him to speak. His brief but heart- 
felt thanks went out to all the inmates for 
their spirit of cooperation in making the 
program possible. Then he told the story of 
the many activities which regularly took 
place within the walls - things such as the 
nets San Quentin men were making to be 
strung across the treacherous current of the 
Golden Gate to prevent subs and mines from 
entering the bay; the War Bonds they were 

buying; the letters they wrote to men in the 
military service. 

At the close of this, the prison’s first radio 
broadcast ever, the big question in the inmates’ 
minds was what the public’s reaction would be. The 
answers were quick in coming. Although only heard in 
seven western states, “San Quentin on the Air” gained 5 
million loyal listeners, and some 22,000 fan letters 
reached “Q” at one time. 

The letters most appreciated by the inmates were 
those from servicemen, Notes of thanks poured in to the 
men by the hundreds after one particular radio plea was 
made to “write to your servicemen.” After that program, 
military men were swamped with mail. 

With each broadcast, great pride built up in the men of 
San Quentin. One inmate put it this way: “Having our 
programs heard and praised by people on the outside is 
something like the feeling college people must feel when 
they turn out the nation’s number one football team. It 
gets a guy right in here. Makes us feel pretty proud to 
have made a respectable reputation.” 

Every Thursday night the show went into millions of 
homes and its popularity grew. The music ranged 
through classic and pop. Perhaps the most requested 
number for the Glee Club to sing was “When Day Is

With justifiable pride Warden Duffy 
recalled the tests which had to be 
met. “When I found the men so willing 
to cooperate, I told them exactly 
what they were up against in the 
beginning. There were problems of 
soundproofing and acoustics and 
even unthought of enigmas to be 
overcome. But displaying hitherto 
hidden talents, the men rolled up 
their sleeves and went to work.” 

They built the stage without any 
professional assistance whatever. It 
was obvious that all the inmates could 
not attend the broadcasts, so a certain 
number were assigned to each, the 
rest remaining in their cells. Here

again the untiring efforts of the men 
won out. Using their own money, they 
rigged up each cell and dorm with ear 
phones, making it possible for every 
man to hear each program from be- 
ginning to finish. 

Sponsorship for the show was no 
problem because it was not wanted. 
Politely turning down would-be spon- 
sors, “San Quentin on the Air” chose 
to remain non-commercial. Station 
KFRC contributed the airtime and 
paid all line charges as a public service. 

Although none of the performers 
had any previous experience in radio, 
they were surprisingly accurate in 
every detail, tedious rehearsal being 
the rule. With the exception of the 
orchestra, all the performers spent 
their free time in rehearsals, not al- 
lowing it to interfere with normal 
workday duties. 

The men picked to take part in the 
show were chosen by fellow inmates 
in special talent auditions. In that 
way only the most promising would 
be picked. Fantastic as it is, the re- 
cords show that on a few occasions 
men who were due for parole declined 
so that they might stay on and do 
their bit in the program. 

By encouraging the country’s fight- 
ing men, the inmates of San Quentin 
helped overcome their own problems 
as well as giving support to those in 
the military service. This most un- 
usual radio program, dedicated as it 
was to the American Armed Forces 
during World War II, proved to be one 
of the most advanced prisoner-pride 
procedures ever used.

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VFW, SBA AIDING VETS 


The VFV, in conjunction with the 
U.S. Small Business Administration, 
and in cooperation with local com- 
munity colleges, is actively supporting 
and assisting the SBA in developing 
small business opportunities for 
veterans. 

James C. Sanders, administrator of 
the U.S. Small Business Administra- 
tion, said recently, “We have speci- 
fically designated veterans as one of 
those vital sectors in the small busi- 
ness community which deserves our 
special consideration. This is especial- 
ly important for the Vietnam and 
disabled veteran whose circumstances 
are of special concern to this agency 
and administration.” 

To qualify for an SBA guaranteed 
or direct loan, all applicants must 
have been turned down by a bank or 
commercial lender; and the applicant 
must demonstrate a sound business 
plan, some personal equity and a 
reasonable assurance that any loan 
can be repaid from the proceeds of 
the business. This is required by law 
for all loan applicants. 

SBA business loans are not entitle- 
ments or benefits automatically be- 
stowed upon a veteran. SBA loan 
officers will give priority in processing 
and funding of veteran loan applica- 
tions. Vietnam Era and disabled 
veterans may qualify to have their 
approved loans funded under special 
programs specifically set aside for 
them. 

The SBA provides special business 
training that will.assist a veteran in 
the basics of small business operation. 

The SBA is conducting more than 
30 major “veterans’ business train- 
ing and networking conferences” 
across the country. The primary 
focuses of these conferences are a 
“workshop” on “how to” do a finan- 
cial statement, a business plan, or 
market a product — not an explana- 
tion of benefits or entitlements. 
Management assistance, counseling 
and training in small business is 


open to anyone and are not benefits 
in the traditional sense of the word. 
If you are interested in attending 
one of these conferences, you should 
contact the local SBA office or your 
Post Employment Officer. 

Finally, in the development of this 
program in which the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars served as a member of 
the National Veterans Task Force, an 
attendance fee of $10 for these train- 
ing programs was discussed and 
agreed to. No veteran is turned away 
for lack of a fee. 

Recently, the SBA participated in 
the Veterans Small Business Success 
Seminar at the University of Wisconsin 
at Stevens Point’s Central Wisconsin 
Small Business Development Center 
(SBDC), one of 10 in the state. 

Post 568 organized the state’s first 
Veterans’ Small Business Success 
Seminar at Stevens Point with the 
center. Besides SBA representatives, 
speakers included persons from the 
Service Corps of Retired Executives 
and University of Wisconsin Exten- 
sion. 

George Seyforth, of the SBDC, made 
the following suggestions to those 
attending: 

e Develop amission statement 
for your company, spell out 
its reasons for being, spell 
out what business you are in 
so others will understand 
and explain where you do 
business. 

e Develop company policy 
guidelines, such as how you 
will do business, what guar- 
antees you will make, what 
you will and won't do for 
employees. Policy areas in- 
clude customer relations, 
business development, finan- 
cial administration, employee 
relations and marketing. 

e Make an internal analysis of 
your company—its weakness- 
es, opportunities, threats, 
strengths and consider how 
weaknesses and threats can 


be reduced and how oppor- 
tunities and strengths can 
make your company success- 
ful. 

e Establish specific goals that 
are measurable. 

e Develop written action plans. 

e Set up a control system—a 
budget, a monthly or quar- 
terly profit and loss state- 
ment, a balance sheet and a 
cash flow statement. 

The SBA at 1441 L. Street, N.W., 
Washington, D.C. 20416, provides 
special training to teach a veteran the 
basics of small business operations, 
provides advice and assistance on 
how to do business with the govern- 
ment, advises on sources of financial 
assistance and offers management 
assistance and counselling. 

First reports indicate that Vietnam 
Era and disabled veterans who own 
small businesses are responding to a 
special invitation to compete for 
contract work with the Veterans 
Administration. 

Last fall, VA Administrator Harry 
N. Walters directed VA procurement 
offices actively to seek out capable 
small businesses owned and operated 
by these veterans to increase their 
awareness of VA competitive contract 
opportunities. 

“I am personally encouraged by 
how well the new initiative has been 
received by the public, VA personnel 
and our veteran constituency,” Walters 
said. 

From Oct. 1, 1983, through March 
31, 1984, Vietnam Era veteran-owned 
small companies received 1,373 con- 
tract awards worth $4,187,411. Pro- 
curement activities also contracted 
with 312 disabled veteran-owned 
small businesses whose awards total- 
led $450,026. 

“More importantly,” Walters pointed 
out, “about 1,800 new veteran-owned 
businesses have been placed on source 
lists at VA procuring activities around 
the country.”

7.Invitations to National Officers must be 
forwarded through channels to the Ad- 
jutant General with approval of the De- 
partment Commander. This applies to all 
National Officers, and unless the above is 
complied with, invitations will not be given 
consideration. 


8.DEPARTMENT RESERVE. Attention is 
called to Section 517, Manual of Procedure 
that requires Department Quartermasters 
maintain a dues reserve fund to which 
shall be credited not less than fifty percent 
(50%) of all current year’s (1985) dues that 
he receives prior to July 1, 1985. No 
Department Quartermaster shall disburse 
nor shall an obligation be incurred against 
this fund until after July 1, 1985, at which 
time all moneys to the credit of the fund 
shall be transferred to the Department 
general fund for expenditure in accordance 
with the Department budget. 


9.POST RESERVE. Attention is directed to 
Section 218, Manual of Procedure, which 
mandates Post Quartermasters to maintain 
a dues reserve fund to which shall be 
credited not less than one-half of the Posts 
part of the current year’s (1985) dues paid 
by each member prior to July 1, 1985, 
except dues remitted by the Post. No Post 
Quartermaster shall disburse, nor shall an 
obligation be incurred against this fund 
until after July 1, 1985, at which time it 
shall be transferred to the Post general 
fund and be available for expenditure. 


10.Attention of Commanders at all levels is 


directed to Section 703 of the National 
Yonstitution and By-Laws and Manual of 
Procedure which requires that each ac- 
countable officer be bonded with an in- 
demnity company in the sum at least equal 
to the amount of negotiable funds for 
which he may be accountable. 


11.Attention of Post Commanders is directed 


to Section 218, Manual of Procedure, Duty 
of Trustees, which states that Post Trustees 
shall prepare and submit, through thi 
Post Commander, a Trustee Report of 
Audit (Supply Department Stock No. 4214) 
quarterly to the Department Quarter 
master for referral to the Department 
Inspector. The first report is due at the 
close of September. 


12.Attention of Department and Post Com- 


manders is directed to the requirement of 
timely filing of Internal Revenue Form 990 
and 990 T, where applicable, Forms may be 
secured from your local Post Office or 
branch office of Internal Revenue Service. 


13.All National Aides-de-Camp, Medal of 


Honor Class, who held appointments prior 
to Aug. 24, 1984, will be reappointed upon 
notification by Department Quarter 
masters that such aides are members in 
good standing for the 1985 membership 
year. 


14,All members of the Veterans of Foreign 


Wars of the United States who have been
